A Narrow Escape.

On the 24th inst., one of the first fam-
{lies of Columbia, Lancaster county,
Penn'a., made s parrow escape from
being poisoned. The domestic had pur-
chased a quantity of arsenic which she
mixed with a large dish of eracker dust;
the preparation was put in a closet, and
forgotten ; shortly afterwards the maid
went to visit some friends. leaving her
sister asa substitute in her absence.
. Yesterday morning the family were
served with fish, and the substitute as
she afterwards declared, was within an
ace of using the mixture, whioh she sup-
posed was the only cracker dust in the
house, but fortunately, afterwards dis-
covered that which was used by the
family. A few hours afterwards the
sister returned, and rushing into the
honse, went for that dish of poison like
a streak of lightning, threw it in the
fire and then sat down and cried. Such
careléssness is unpardonable, and it is
almost by n mirncle that weare not enll-
ed on to chroniele the death of n whole
family by the too careless uso of polson,

Car Robbers Arrested.

In six months the enrs which have
been left standing on the siding st the
Tyrone warehouse huve been systematio-
ally robbed of their contents, consisting
of boots, shioes, dress goods, leather and
in fact almost every kind of article of
trausportation of which private in.
dividuals could make use, The services
of Deteotive A. 1. Rost, of Harrisburg,
were eilled into requisition and for over
a weok he has been unsuccessfully en-
gaged In hunting the thieves In and
around Tyrone. Following a clue which
he secured, on Baturday night e arvest-
ed in Huntingdon a man named Charles
Cromer. By skillful manipulation he
was lodoced to unbosom himeelf. He
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fmplieated certain parties in this elty in
the robberies, which sent officer Roat
direct to this eity, The nld of constable
Hownrd was enlled for and all day, from
three o’'clock this morning, the force of
ollicers hus been engaged in hunting for
concealed stolen goods, Of the houseson
Ninth avenue searched by the officers,
six contained stolen goods, Under a
house on Flght street near Lexington
nvenue, a large quantity of leather wns
found stowed nway back. As we go to
press the oMcers are gtill at work. Nine
nrrests hnve been made and more are to
follow. 1t is supposed that the robberles
will aggregate over $1,000, Further de-
velopment are confldently expected,
until which thme further publication is
unadvisable.—Alfoona.
